Montreal, Feb. 27.—Principal Mas- 


well and l(j children perished in a fire 
which broke out in the Hochelaga 
school of the Protestant school mis- 
sion. The school was located in a two- 
Story brick building in the east end 
of the city, and was attended by about 
200 children, whose parents are me- 
chanics living in the neighborhood. 
The fire started from the furnace and 
was first noticed by workmen em- 
ployed near by. The teachers were 
notified and the work of getting the 
children out of the building began. 
The kindergarten department was lo- 
cated on the second floor, and it was 
here that the loss of life occurred. 
The children were started out, but on 
reaching the landing they found the 
lower hall full of smoke. Into this 
they refused to descend. "When the 
firemen arrived an extension ladder 
was placed in position and a large 
number of children were rescued in 
this way. All of the children and 
Miss Maxwell died of asphyxiation. 
Miss Maxwell died in an effort to 
save her pupils.

"I believe about half of the girls 


in this town are stage struck." 


This remark was made by a well' 


known Newark man who is not the j 
least interested in local amusement 
affairs, while talking to an Advocate! 
man Tuesday. He is in a position to • 
know 'whether that is true or not, 
and, while his remark might be a lit- 
tle broad, he seems to know what ho 
is talking about.

cecded in getting' on the stage, re- 
marked that the stage appealed to 
her because she was pretty sure she 
could make a success of it, having 
considerable 
histrionic ability. 
I 


told her .that 
she had 
better stay 


away from the business until she be- 
came sure she could make good. It 
was only a short time after that that 
she succeeded in landing an engage- 
ment with an opera company. I 
haven't seen her for some time." 


"What are your objections to the 


stage as a profession 
for 
girls of 


strong character?" asked the scribe. 


"In the first place, a girl meets 


with so many novel and interesting 
temptations that if she is net ex- 
tremely careful she can't resist them, 
especially when other members of 
the company insist. 


"Then you take a young woman 


and put her on the stage without 
much training in the work, and she 
will soon become completely worn 
out. 
The work is so much different 


than it looks. 
If she once goes on 


the stage, travels about the country, 
moves among the jealous and happy 
go lucky class of the theater, she's 
almost bound to stay in the business 
whether she makes a success of it or 
not. 


"I know a girl who lives in Chi- 


cago. 
Her parents are very well to 


do and are excellent people. 
They 


came from the state of Georgia. This 
gir] had a good voice and had taken 
considerable 
training. 
She finally 


succeeded in getting a place with an 
opera company. Well, the manager, 
of course, started her in the chorus 
and found her satisfactory for that. 
She has now been singing in choruses 


of various organizations for the past 
five years, and last season I met he* 
in Wisconsin with a big musical com- 
edy. I asked her how she was get- 
ting along, and she smiled a kincl of 
sickly smile and said she was doing 
very well, but that she had been hop- 
ing for two or three seasons that she 
could get a part and try to make a 
success. 
She said that if she did not 


think she could 
get 
a part 
she 


guessed she would leave the stage 
and go home. 


"Now, that girl will probably sing 


in choruses until she doesn't 
look 


or sing good enough to take a part, 
and then she will be satisfied to take 
life easy in Chicago." 


When asked what he thought of 


young men trying the stage, he said: 


"It's much the same 
way with 


young men unless they get into the 
managerial end of the business, and 
then, if they are careful and shrewd, 
it is a most profitable line of work."

following sketch of Gen. 


Woods' life was published in the Ad- 
vocate of February 26, 1885: 


"At the age of nineteen he entered 


the West Point 
Military Academy, 


where he graduated in June, IS52. 
From that time to the latter part of 
1874, Mr. Woods was engaged in. the 
United States military service. He 
began as a second lieutenant in the 
First infantry, regular 
service, in 


1852; was promoted to captain of the 
Ninth on April 1, 1861; to major of 
the Eighteenth on April 20, 1864; to 
lieutenant colonel of the Thirty-third 
on July 2S, 3866, and to colonel of 
Second on February 18, 1S74. Bre-

The intention of the president is 


that there shall be an entire reorgan- 
ization of the commission, with three 
army officers of the engineer corps, its 
leading members, who are to have 
charge of the engineering features of 
he canal work. The chairman and 
engineer-in-chief

will be Major G. W. Goethals, and his 
tssociates will be Major D. DuB. Gail- 
ard and Major William L. Sibert, to 
rank in the order named. These offi- 
cers are all comparatively young, am- 
ntious and energetic members of the 
corps. 
The reorganization is to be- 


come effective immediately upon the 
confirmation and retirement of the 
old commission. Senator Joseph C. 
S. Blackburn of Kentucky, who re- 
tires from the United States senate 
on March 4, is to be made a member 
of the reorganized commission. The 
nominations of the present commis- 
sions now pending before the senate 
•nclude Messrs. Shonts, Stevens En- 
dicott, Haines, Herrod, Gorgas and 
Jackson 
Smith. 
Their confirmation 


is desired in order to remove all 
doubt as to the legality of certain 
acts they have performed in connec- 
tion with the making of contracts. 
The president is not aware of the 
specific reasons which have been in- 
fluential in prompting Mr. Stevens' 
resignation. It surprised him very 
much, for as late as the middle of 
December, when he was here, Mr. 
Stevens made no mention of his wish 
to retire in the near future. It has 
been known, however, that Mr. Ste- 
vens has been stung very much by 
criticism aimed at him in connection 
t.-ith canal work, and he has been dis- 
posed to complain somewhat about 
them.
